But when it is found out that 
the working-men are in earnest, believing that in politics they should be 
represented by a politician, and in commercial matters by one who knows 
their peculiar business, and when Mr. Taylor himself handsomely 
acknowledges this decision, Mr. Bremner and his party rush in with 
emphatic cheers, and lend their impulse to the winning horse. A gushing 
speech, which looks rather thin in the Guardian type next morning, 
delivered with bouncing unreserve and fervid unctuousness from the 
platform of the Free-trade Hall, stirs an enthusiastic audience up to 
boiling pitch, and the thundering cheers which endorse the speaker's 
emphatic declarations make us wonder for a moment whether Mr. 
Bremner is not himself the candidate of the popular choice, or at least 
the agent who has brought about this happy union—or, if not, why not? 
At any rate, Mr. Bremner rises immensely in the estimation of the Radical 
left, and especially the Liberationists below the gangway, who, innocent 
of Episcopal intrigues, entertain hopes that they may one day reckon 
the speaker as one of themselves. 

So in the School Board Mr. Bremner has shown himself amenable to 
those Liberalising influences which, growing to their perfect work, may 
be the agent to produce the Liberal reaction for which, after vain sighing 
and groaning in disappointed aspiration, we are now learning to possess 
our souls in patience. Elected three years ago as one of the Religious 
and Denominational Seven, returned to save the rates and the Bible, he 
has become, like the Chairman and Mr. Dale, a builder of Board schools, 
a compeller of regular school attendance, and the persistent opponent of 
that truest of bluest high and dry Churchmen, the Rev. Joseph Nunn. 
His conversion here again—though we are not so much disposed to regard 
it as much of a conversion since Mr. Bremner has been sincere, hard- 
working, and liberal throughout a lifetime devoted to the advocacy and 
promotion of universal education—is hailed with great satisfaction by 
the Liberals, more especially as he is regarded on the School Board as the 
representative, if not the nominee, of his Diocesan, to whose recent 
outspoken declarations in favour of efficient and well-furnished Board 
schools, as against starved and ineffective Denominational schools, very 
great and perhaps exaggerated significance is also attached. 

The public in the end is always just, and it may be assumed that after 
opportunities, not a few, of watching Mr. Bremner’s career, extending 
over fifteen or twenty years, so much regard would not be had to his 
movements—even if in no other capacity than that of a weather-cock— 
if there were not real grit in the man. We believe that men of all parties, 
excepting it may be a few rancorous writers in the Tory press and raucous 
spouters on the Tory platforms, accord to Mr. Bremner the respect which 
is the due of a public man who at great personal self-sacrifice has aided 
public and benevolent purposes in many unobtrusive, if also in a few 
somewhat obtrusive, ways. 

He has for many years been one of the foremost men in Manchester to 
give a helping hand to any scheme that any of her sons might launch, 
not only for the benefit of the people, but the credit of the city. Asa 
friend of education he stands prominently forward for long-continued, 
persistent, and well-directed labour; and the greater credit is due to him 
for his untiring efforts in this direction, because he was in the front when 
many who now call themselves educationists had never given one hour to 


its study, except to improve themselves, and not their neighbours. It is

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now eleven years since Mr. Bremner first appeared before the public as 
one of the executive commitiee of the Education Aid Society, That 
ety was only in its second year when its first honorary secretary, the 
late Mr. Faward Brotherton, died, and Mr. Bremner was, by a unanimous 
te, elected his suecessor. On referring back to the annual reports of 
the Association for the Promotion of Social Science for 1866, we find that 
Mr. Bremner prepared and read a very able paper on behalf of the society 
whose honorary secretary he was, and which was afterwards referred to 
by the Right Hon. H. A. Bruce, President of the Education Section, as 
the “thunder-clap from Manchester.” This paper at once brought Mr. 
Uremner under the notice of the country at large as an earnest educationist, 
and the prominent advocate of the principles of “ compulsion” as an 
indispensable element in the future educational system. ‘The Education 
Aid Society had demonstrated that poverty was not the greatest hindrance 
to the removal of juvenile ignorance, for it had distributed some 30,000 
free schoo] orders, one half of which remained unused on account of parental 
indifference, The following concluding words of Mr. Bremner’s paper of 
1866 forcibly present the position of affairs at that time: “ Such is the 
apathy, and such the indifference of a large proportion of the parents, 
that nothing but compulsion, in one form or another, will bring their 
children within the pale of education.” These efforts had awakened some 
of the leading men in the provinces to the pressing need of such an Aid 
Society as this city thus possessed, and on the invitation of Mr. George 
Dixon, then Mayor of Birmingham, Mr. Bremner read a similar paper 
before a conference in that town, which led to the formation of the 
Birmingham Education Aid Society. He visited Nottingham and Liver- 
pool also, where like results were obtained. For some years Mr. Bremner 
was the untiring honorary secretary, and the pages of the seventh and final 
report of the society contain a warm expression of thanks from his 
colleagues for his services. In many cases the dissolution of societies 
bring with them painful recollections, but in this case it was not so, for 
the committee and subscribers had the rare fortune of seeing their views 
udopted by the country, and embodied in the Legislature. Indeed, it may 
not be too much to say that the Education Aid Society was the pioncer of 
the Edueation Act of 1870. In 1868 Mr. Bremner was appointed one of 
the honorary secretaries of the Manchester Education Conference, and in 
the same year was appointed one of the honorary secretaries of the 
Manchester Education Bill Committee—an important body, which framed 
two education bills which were introduced into Parliament, and gradually 
paved the way for the Act of 1870. Mr. Bremner refused to become a 
member of the Birmingham Edueation League, as he was “not favour 
uble to the destruction of the denominational system.” 

Mr. Bremner is a magistrate for the city and county, and in his eapacity 
of visiting justice he has rendered good service to the ratepayers by 
endeavouring to make those who break the laws contribute in no small 
dlegree towards their support. 

The subject of this article has naturally, from his desire to be useful, 
n place in many local institutions. He has for some years been a 
guardian of the poor, is a deputy treasurer of the Royal Infirmary, an 
active member of the council of the School of Art, a vice-president of the 
Manchester Mechanics’ Institution, treasurer of the Union of Lane ashire 
and Cheshire Institutes, and a trustee of the Manchester Savings Bank. 
Being a generons contributor to the work of the Established Church, he 
is a prominent member of the executive of the Diocesan Church Building 
Society, also of the Bishop's Fund. He is a fellow of the London 
Statistical Society, as such entitled to F.S.8.; fellow of the Royal 
Historical Society; and has for years taken an active part in the 
Manchester Statistical Society. He is also a working member of the

ASSIZE JOTTINGS. 
[BY A COURT IDLER. ] 


fy Y first estimate of Mr. Justice Lindley was, I find, the correct one. 
a i I hinted last week that perhaps as the business progressed—or, 
nther, as it became more and more evident that the business was not 
progressing—he would become less indulgent towards counsel, and more 
ative in the conduct of the court; but nothing of the kind has yet 
manifested itself. Windy counsellors have meandered on uninterruptedly 
for hours together, and my lord has never once pulled them up, as Mr. 
Justice Brett or Mr. Justice Archibald is in the habit of doing. In fact, 
every case Which comes before him is tried out to the last tittle of evidence ; 
aud 1am not sure, after all, that this is not the most beneficial course 
for suitors, for it prevents in many cases further and more expensive 
litigation. 





Mr. Justice Lindley is no friend of the referees. They are having an 
exceedingly bad time of it this assize. His lordship has not once, I 
\elieve, suggested the shunting of a case on to a referee—a practice which 
has become somewhat familiar of late, very much to the beggaring of 
suitors, the inconvenience of witnesses, and the enrichment of counsel, 
lawyers, and referees. 





A striking instance of Mr. Justice Lindley’s amiability and over-trust 
in counsel occurred the other day in the hearing of the trade 
cases Of Duncan, Matheson, and Co., and Shorrocks, Son, and Co., v. 
Killun and Co., and others, It was evident, nay, it was admitted, that 
there were no questions for the jury to decide, that the points involved 
were points of law, and several hours were occupied in drawing up an 
accepted statement of facts. When this had been done a formal verdict 
was taken, the dispute being referred to a superior court; and his lordship 
then gave expression to an idea which had oceupied the minds of many 
people in court for some time—namely, that he was simply drawing up a 
special case, which is usually done out of court by counsel. Whereupon 
Mr. Pope boldly thanked him for doing so, and unaffected by his lordship’s 
observation, that the convenience of the public was not being consulted, 
confidently asked for a certificate for a special jury, which his lordship 
indulgently granted, accompanying the order, however, with an expression 
of opinion that no jury of any kind was required in the case. 





The court had the laugh of Mr. Pope twice on Monday, and 
immensely it enjoyed it, for he is constantly poking fun at other 
jeople. The learned gentleman always chooses the seat nearest the 
jury, and has a great trick of trying to work upon the jurors by means 
of active bye-play and stage whispers. Frequently he faces the jury when 
(uestioning a witness (to whom his back is then turned), in order that he 
may give a little more point to any answer in his favour by a knowing 
tol or bland smile, or deprecate an unfavourable answer by a look of 
incredulity or by pooh-poohing. He was doing this on Monday, and asked 
everal questions of a hostile witness without getting any answer; and 
imagining that he had nonplussed the witness, he was nodding very con- 
fidentially to the jury when the witness surprised him by asking him if 
Mr. Pope was addressing him. “ Of course,” said Mr. Pope, “ who could 
Ibe addressing but you.” “ Oh,” replied the witness, “I thought you 
Were speaking to the jury, for you were looking at them.” And the court 
laughed consumedly, for the majority of those present recognised the 
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unintentional significance of the rebuke. The second instance happened 
on the same day. Mr. Higgin was opposed to Mr. Pope, and Mr. Higgin 
sometimes says biting things. There is a suspicion of patronising in the 
way in which Mr. Pope treats his learned friends sometimes, and at others 
he, so to speak, overwhelms them; but Mr. Higgin will stand neither. 
At the moment in question Mr. Pope got a disappointing answer to a 
question put to one of Mr. Higgin’s witnesses, and in his disappointment 
he made a remark which, to say the least of it, was unpleasant to the 
witness; whereupon Mr. Higgin sharply reproved him, and told him he 
had gone too far. Mr. Pope, with much gesticulation, protested that his 
meaning was misunderstood; but he was brought up abruptly by Mr. 
Higgin coolly remarking, ‘* You needn't toss yourself about like an angry 
bull!” A miscellaneous crowd always enjoys personality, and Mr. Higgin’s 
hit at his learned brother caused much merriment, Mr. Pope, however, 
is too stout a man to be easily angered, and instead of giving a reply in 
kind he joined good-humouredly in the laugh against himself. 





Mr. Pope’s little mannerisms brought upon him another severe wigging 
on Tuesday from Mr. Aspinall, who won’t be come over any more than 
Mr. Higgin. It occurred during the trial as to the ownership of the dog 
Morgan, which trial, by the way, attracted a very small audience. During 
Mr. Aspinall’s cross-examination of a witness, Mr. Pope was indulging in 
his habit of commenting in stage whispers—and as he always, as I have 
said, sits close to the jury, these whispers seldom fail to reach the jury- 
box—when Mr. Aspinall turned round upon him, and said very sharply, 
* Don’t sit there muttering; if you want to interrupt, interrupt loudly.” 
Mr. Pope, not a bit abashed, laughingly answered that he did not think, 
whatever else he might do, that he was in the habit of muttering. “ Yes, 
you are,” rejoined Mr, Aspinall, “ you have been muttering during the 
whole of this case between me and the jury.” This nettled Mr. Pope a 
little, and it was in a tart and formal manner that he observed, “‘ Excuse 
me, do not let us forget courtesy to one another.” 

It is a matter of surprise to outsiders that people can be so foolish as 
to fritter away their money in costly actions for small amounts of money, 
which frequently is more than swallowed up by the expenses. It not 
unfrequently happens that, however the verdict may go, both parties will 
be losers by the action. During this assize an action was brought against 
a railway company for damages for personal injuries, and a verdict for 
£50 was obtained. The company had offered £50 before the case came 
into court, and I heard the solicitor to the company aver that the plaintiff 
would not get a ten-pound note out of the damages. I believe it is a fact 
that on the whole juries give plaintiffs less compensation than the railway 
companies are disposed to offer without resorting to the law. 





Mr. Pope makes an excellent judge, but I doubt whether his learned 
friends care very much about pleading before him, for he is apt to spur 
them and check them too constantly to be pleasant. Mr. Pope on the 
bench is a very different man to Mr. Pope at the bar. In the latter 
capacity he is as great an offender in the matter of windyness as any Q.C. 
on the circuit, and seldom shows any great anxiety to save time; but 
when he sits as ‘‘*my lord” he sees the beams in his friends’ eyes very 
clearly, and even seems to make too great a display of virtue in his per- 
sistent efforts to extract them.

VATS I get nearer the seat of operations, facilities for forming an accurate 


4,4, estimate of the state of affairs increase daily. The situation here is 
regarded at present as a very serious one. The news has just arrived 
that the Turks have been defeated at Gatscha, near Widdin, which, as 
your readers are doubtless aware, is a very important strategical point. 
It appears that the Montenegrins were encamped on the side of the 
frontier, which, for convenience sake, I will call the Stockport side. Hero 
there is a river, not marked on the map, called the Boltshazgath, The 
Turks having crossed this river at a ford about two miles lower down, 
endeavoured to take the enemy in flank, This movement, if successful, 
would, as is easily seen, have caused a serious disaster to the Montenegrin 
arms, but unfortunately the Turkish commander, Votechisname Pasha, 
had made a mistake as to the position of the enemy owing to a curve in 
the river, and was himself taken in flank by the Montenegrins, who, after 
a stubborn resistance, defeated him with great loss. The Turks, never- 
theless, retreated as courageously as circumstances would permit, leaving 
many killed and wounded. One of Aronsberg’s best field-glasses was 
captured, whereby the conjecture {fs strengthened that tho Turks have 
been secretly supplied with arms and ammunition from sources which 
discretion forbids me to name. The prisoners were shaved by the captors, 
the beard being the most vulnerable part of a Turk. These important 
events have created a profound impression in Paris, Vienna, and Stock- 
port, as the victorious Montenegrins are said to be in full march. When 
the Emperor Francis Joseph heard the intelligence he exclaimed, “Oh!” 
an expression which is interpreted as a highly momentous one, The 
Emperor of Russia was travelling ina railway carriage at the same time, 
and merely remarked that the peace of Europe was now no longer in 
danger. The meeting of the two Emperors is considered here as highly 
satisfactory. They talked chiefly about the weather, but in parting the 
Emperor of Austria observed that he was glad to see his Imperial brother 
looking so well. The telegraphic and other communications from the 
seat of war have been entirely suspended for many weeks, but news has 
just reached me, through a Sclavonic source, that the Servians have

LANCASHIRE v. NOTTINGEAMSHIRE. 

ot ‘] ERE you are, Nottingham humbugs!” shouted the old “ original ” 
H who vends sweetmeats at Old Trafford, at the gate of the cricket- 
round, on Saturday evening. The people were pouring out, for the great 
match was over; the last run had just been obtained, the ground overrun, 
and Morley chaired much to his physical discomfort. How the match 
would have ended if W. Shrewsbury had not happened to be caught off a 
‘no ball” at a critical point it would be hard to say, but possibly the old 
man at the gate would have dispensed his delicacies to a different tune, 
for the old chap is very discriminating, and in his way a humorist. Half 
an hour ago, when fierce excitement ranged all round the ring, ‘‘ Lanca- 
shire and Nottingham humbugs” was his watchword. It must be owned 
that, in addition to the cricketing incident alluded to above, Nottingham- 
hire was singularly lucky on that fiery July afternoon, for a touch and 
0 decision of the umpire in favour of Shrewsbury, on what appeared to 
be a catch at the wickets, which caused considerable controversy among 
players and lookers-on, gave Nottinghamshire new confidence early in the 
afternoon, and influenced the score considerably. The umpire’s word, 
however, is held so sacred among the habitues of Old Trafford that we 
noticed no dissatisfaction which could be called outspoken. Such incidents 
asx these, however, in a match which is run so close as that of Saturday 
last, are fair mark for comment. A sensational incident in the game, 
which occurred when about twenty of the 201 had yet to be scored, was 
the advance to the wickets of Wild, the wounded and the plucky. Oscroft 
had previously retired for a beautiful and careful innings of fifty-three, 
which was loudly cheered by friends and foes; Mr. Hornby leading the 
fielders with his hands, as the Nottingham captain had done for Mr, 
Stecle’s great performance in the first innings. Wild was evidently in 
vreat pain, and his pluck in coming forward to “ keep up a wicket” was 
greeted by hearty plaudits. The courage, indeed, which would face the 
bowling of M'Intyre and Appleby with a broken finger must be said to 
have something in it of the heroic. The Nottinghamshire hero managed 
to stay in a good while, and obtained five runs in a somewhat flukey 
manner, for his hold of the bat was very feeble. M’Intyre, with pardon- 
able professional zeal (for the match was as yet anybody's), bowled as we 
thought with unnecessary fierceness, Considerate Mr. Appleby, however, 
certainly abated his pace, and was xewarded for his generosity by the 
success of an appeal for leg before wicket. After that there was still hope, 


for there were then not fourteen runs to get, and the last man in. Every

and each Lancashire player did all he knew ;

BISHOP FRASER AND THE EASTERN QUESTION. 


Nor having apparently enough diocesan work on his hands, and 
A abhorring idleness, the Bishop of Manchester has given a con- 
tribution to the ephemeral literature of the befogged Eastern Question. 
The Bishop, with ingenuous impulsiveness, takes for fact Lord Derby’s 
hint that our ironclads were sent to Besika Bay solely to protect a few 
European residents in Turkey. If this be so, says his lordship, it is a 
pity that the Turks should construe the presence of the English fleet as 
encouragement in the work of massacring certain rebels. In the cause 
of humanity, says the Bishop, the fleet ought to be recalled without delay. 
This talk about humanity is all very well, but it is hard to say what good 


would be done to the Bulgarians by the withdrawal of the fleet. More-

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over, to assume that there were not other and grave political reasons 
for the fleet being where it was, is to jump at a very absurd conclusion, 
A man may allege many truthful reasons for wearing a long top-coat in 
summer, and omit to say anything about the hole in his nether integu- 
ments, which is concealed by the mancuvre, Rumour says that the 
fleet has already been ordered away, but probably the massacres in 
Bulgaria, should the rumour be true, will have had nothing to do with 
the incident, Moreover, it would be well if people were to bear in mind 
a fact to which the Bishop does not allude—namely, that the war in the 
Kast is at present a war of cut-throats and assassins, ono side being as 
bad as the other. The inhabitants of the districts in which the alleged 
brutalities occur are born and bred brigands.

A war of this kind is certain 
in the nature of things to be a savage and inhuman one. Does the Bishop 
wish us to let them fight it out? or would he have us interfere to protect 
the weaker brigands and cut-throats from the stronger? The Bishop, we 
are glad to see, does not encourage the fallacy that this is a religious war, 
though he might have considerably strengthened his position by doing so, 
It is a pity that the wives and children of brigands and cut-throats should 
be outraged, murdered, and sold as slaves; but the quarrel is one in 
which there is not the least pretext for or justification of interference on 
one side or the other. Such utterances as Bishop Fraser's, however fervid 


and clever, can but do mischief in a very serious diplomatic crisis.
